The formation 
took ylace at 8 o'clock and the parade 
moved at 10 o'clock. 


Miss Carrie Lowe, daughter of Gen. 


A. L. Lowe, of Fort Worth, Texas, was 
in tbe parade carrying the colors of the 
Dupont Naval association of Texas. 
She is a guest of Admiral Osborn, hav- 
ing stopped off here on her way to New 
York. She was the lone representa- 
tive ef the Lone Star state in the parade 
of the salts and her appearance elicited 
unbounded enthusiasm. 


Commandent W. S. Bucklond was in 


command of the armed camps which 
presented a martial front 
The first 


Ohio regiment Sons of Veterans oc- 
cupied the right of line together with 
the armed oamps. The column was re- 
viewed by the national officers from a 
stand on Cedar avenue, Allegheny. 


Miss Daisy Tittle, the mascot of the 


naval veterans, who arrived yesterday 
from Cincinnati, was in the parade. 
She was dreased in regulation sailor 
uniform and marched beside Admiral 
Osborn, acting as his messenger. Miss 
Tittle baa been the mascot of the organ- 
ization since its inception and is a gen- 
eral favorite among the tars. She will 
tomorrow occupy a place of honor m 
the grand army parade.

Mrs. Stanford has stated that all of 


her property and all of the estate 
willed to her by Senator Stanford is, 
with the exception of a few compara- 
tively small bequests, to go to the Stan- 
ford university, and that when the es- 
tate comes into her private possession 
it will be used for the university dur- 
ing her life as it will be after her death. 
There is an ample income to keep the 
university going at its present cost of 
$200.000 a year.

but they will accommodate the books 
and leave a email space for the way- 
farer to sit aud glance through a book 
The two rooms were intended for the 
board of health, but, as a library, serve 
a far better purpose and then they are 
rent free. 


As to the library itself, the reader of 


books will not be disappointed, True, 
there are some back numbers in the 
800 volumns which came from the 
township—possibly there are a few 
copies of the Congressional Record, 
Hints on Barn Raising and other agri- 
cultural tomes, but they are all books 
and, as Byron says: "A book's a book, 
although there's nothing in it." 


The 1,400 volumes which came from 


the public school library are, most of 
them, good.

AN ELECTION for state officers and for 


meabers of the legislature was held to- 
day in Maine.

Maine is one of the 
lev states which have not changed the 
state election to November. It is & 
sure republican state, but with a lluctu- 
atiog majority as to its extent.

THE United States will do well to 


keep watch of Great Britain and Nica- 
ragua. General Barrios, the newly ap- 
pointed special envoy to Great Britain, 
is reported as saying at London that 
"Nicaragua wanted a strong alliance 
with England." It would be regretta- 
ble if English investors should secure 
the controlling interest in the securi- 
ties of the Nicaraguan canal. 
The con- 


cessions of the ship canal are now being 
oSored in England. If they should be 
disposed of there, Barrios Bays, the de 
roand for an English alliance would be 
strengthened. U is doubtful whether 
the bills proposed in the last session of 
congress for providing iid to the en- 
terprise were the best that should have 
bsen passed. There is, however, little 
ground of dispute as to the importance 
to the United.States of this enterprise. 
Our interest in it is greater than that 
of sny other country could be, com- 
mercially and politically.

like im nicer. Black spots appear over 
the body. J?or this reason tho disease is 
callfil tho black plague. So fatal is it 
that 90 per cent of tlioso attacked die. 
It is a disease of filth andfsin, liko m&st 
terrible epidemics. 
With fresli 
air, 


cleanliness and decency and purity of 
thought and living all the great conta- 
gions that sv/eep away mankind would 
disappear. 


Hongkong ia really a British town— 


more disgrace to tho authorities for let- 
ting tho plaguo get such a hold there. 
It is situated on an island of tho same 
nauio iu the mouth of tbo Canton river. 
The population, -\vhilo largely Chinese, 
is made up of a mi.-tturo of all the na- 
tions of the earth, and it is exactly 
among such conglomerations of peoples 
that depravity and epidemic disease do 
thoir worst. 
One of the suburbs of 


Hongkong, called Tai Ping Shan, cov- 
ered several hundred acres. Its popula- 
tion inafle their living by keeping gam- 
bling dens, opium joints and Centers of 
dovilishness of all kinds. 
Hero the 


plague struck and raged like a million 
devouring (lemons. The authorities of 
Hongkong gave tho order that the build- 
ings in Tai Ping Sb.au should be burned 
to the ground. It \vaa clone and tho un- 
savory district cleaned out. 


The enthusiasm which has bnrst into 


flarao in Japan at tho outbreak of war 
is surprising. Tho passionate loyalty of 
tho Japanese for their emperor shows 
that his progressive course is appreciat- 
ed by his people. 
Tho czar of Rusrfa 


might tako n lesson from the emperor of 
Japan which would be to his advantage. 
Of his own freo will Mutsn-Hito gave 
his pooplo a parliament and a constitu- 
tion. Russia calls herself n civilised 
country, yet not all the pressure brought 
to bear by their subjects for a centnry 
has been ablo to make the czars grant a 
constitution and parliament; to the 
great northern empire. Japan is more 
civilized than Russia. The spirit of her 
progressive and ambitions people is 
shown in the T,vay they responded to the 
emperor's call for a loan. 


For instance, why should England, 


France and Russia mutually warn Ja- 
pan that she must not attack Peking, 
tho Chinese capital? What is it their 
blessed business anyhow? Every one of 
these three nations has attacked China 
and forced her to receive thoir embas- 
sies. Russia, being on the frontier of 
China, was the first, so long ago as 1728. 
In 1860 n united French and English 
army of 35,000 men destroyed the CM- 
ucso emperor's summer palace and ac- 
tually raicaiaped within tie earthworks 
of the sacred city. Tho whole of Peking 
wns at their mercy. Ono of the gates 
was placed in tho hands of the British 
soldiers, another was taken possession 
of by the Fraicii, nnil, as the American 
Cyclopedia informs us, ' 'Everything was 
(lone that appeared likely to liumblo the 
minister and mortify tbo pride of the 
Chinese oniporor." And now Russia, 
England and Franco unite and say that 
Japan shall not attack Peking! Ob, no! 
It inakos a difference who docs tho at- 
tacking. But if Japan were one of the

Duko Ernest Gunther of Sleswick-Hol- 
stein, has been repeatedly under stuben- 
nrrest by orders of Emperor William, nnil 
so, too, has Princo Frederick Leopold, 
now colonel of tho gardo do corps and 
brother-in-law of his majesty. Tho Duke 
of Edinburgh, now ruler of tho duchies of 
Suxe-Coburg-Got)ia,was confined on board 
ship at tho time of tho Prince, of Wales' 
wedding and debarred from taking any 
part in that ceremony as a punishment for 
raising money among his messmates on 
board a man-of-war, whero he, was serv- 
ing, by scjjing to the highest birtdors tho 
photographs and letters of his mother, the 
queen, and those of his sisters—a piece of 
sharp practice which aroused his royal 
m'.ithcr's particular Indignation.

LARGEST 
SPIDER. 


It Is Found la Coylou and Nooda a Web 


Nearly Ton Boot wide. 


Ceylon is the ho/me of the largest 


species of spider that has yet been 
madelthe subject otf entomological in- 
vestigation. This web-spinning mon- 
ster lives in tha most mountainous 
districts of that rugged island, and 
places his trap—not a gossamer snare 
of airy lightness, but a huge net of 
yellow silk from five to ten feet in 
diameter—across the chasms and fis- 
sures 
of 
the 
rocks. 
The 
sup- 


porting guys of this gigantic net, 
which 
is 
ulmost strong- enong-h 


for a hammock, are from five to 
twenty feet in length, as conditions 
may require, and mada at a series of 
twisted webs, the whole being of the 
diameter of a load pencil. This gigan- 
tic silken trap is not set for mosqui- 
toes, flies and pestiferous gnats, but 
lor birds, gaudy moths and ele gantly 
jmintod butterflies, some of tha latter 
having a spread of wing equal to that 
of a robin or bluejay. Some extra 
fine skeletons of small birds, lizards 
and snikos have been found fcn these 
webs. Tho spider's body is flour and 
i half inches in width and six inches in 
length, legs nine to twelv-e inches 
from body to terminal claw.

LONDON, Sept 11 —A dispatch to the 


Times from Wei Hai Wei today says 
that a commission composed of foreign- 
ers, after examining the incidents of 
the naval fight of July 26, declares that 
the Japanese were the agressors.

Chinese, the commission adds, were 
careful to avoid the appearance of 
provocation, but the Japanese waylaid 
the Chinese, selecting a good position. 
The Chinese senior ship escaped, mak- 
ing a running fight, while greatly dam- 
iging her pursuers. The second Chi- 
nese ship fought until her ammunition 
was exhausted and two of her guna 
were destroyed.

The Chinese fleet, according to the 


Times' dispatch, is now collected at 
Wei Hai Wei and is in perfect fighting 
trim, 
The Chin Yuen has been re- 


paired and is recruiting seamen freely. 
An excellent esprit de corps exists 
among the Chinese sailors and they are 
awaiting orders to enable them to as- 
sert the supremacy of Chins in Corean 
waters. 


Continuing, the Times' correspond- 


ent cables that both the Chinese and 
Japanese armies in Corea are seeming- 
ly inactive. The Japanese have order- 
ed the Coreans to cut their hair as a 
token of subjection. The Coreans re- 
fused to do so, preferring to fight for 
their liberty. 


A dispatch received from Shanghai 


today says food and ammunition are 
said to be spoiling all along the route 
southward. As a result food is becom- 
ing very scarce in the Chinese army, 
although they(are doing their best to 
live in the country. But the country 
is poor and although the Coreans pro- 
fess willingness to help the Chinese 
they send in very little in the way of 
supplies. 


Advices received from various sources 


say that the Chinese army in northern 
Corea ie in a deplorable condition. The 
Chinese generals are reported to have 
proved themselves to be grossly in- 
competent and the officers of lower 
grades are discontented and disheart- 
ened while the rank and file of the 
Chinese army are exhausted and dis- 
pirited. What roads there were in that 
portion of the country a month ago 
have been washed away by the floods 
and consequently it is impossible to 
transport guns, ammunition and lood 
through Manchuera, in Corea, for the 
Chinese army. Quantities of guns, am- 
munition and food previously sent 
southward have been blocked in differ- 
ent parts of the country by the bad 
state of the roads. 


According to the dispatch referred 


to the report of Chinese naval activity 
is absurd. The 
maintaining such a strict blockade of 
the Corean coast that not even the 
smallest vessel can get through. Hun- 
dreds of Chinese soldiers are reported 
to have died of want and exposure and 
much sickness is said to exist in their 
ranks. On the other hand the Japa- 
nese are said to be much better pre- 
pared for active operations. They have 
succceeded in keeping their lines of 
communication open and have pushed 
their forces forward until they are now 
threatening the Chinese flank. The 
position of the latter, with winter rap- 
idly advancing, threatens to become 
untenable. 


Regarding the naval operations of the 


Chinese, the Shanghai despatch says 
that orders were sent from Peking over 
a fortnight ago for nil the Chinese 
squadrons to concentrate in the gulf of 
Pe Chi Li, but it appears that these or- 
ders were never carried out, and it is 
now announced that the Chinese naval 
plans have again been modified, pe- 
remptory orders having been sent to 
three of the most powerful vessels of 
the southern squadron to join Admiral 
Ting's fleet in the north without delay. 
When these reinforcements arrive, it 
is also asserted, the Chinese fleet will 
commence operations in real earnest 
against the Japanese. No confidence, 
however, is felt in Admiral Ting's abil- 
ity to hold even tho gulf of Pe Chi Li 
against the Japanese fleet, and, conse- 
quently, many steamers belonging to 
Chinese firms are being transferred to 
the British flag.

CHICAGO, Sept 11 —Thomas Cantwell, 


the wayward sou of the well-known 
politician, Thomas Cantwell, president 
of the Eagle Brewing company, was 
shot and instantly killed last night by 
ex-Pugilist Thomas Morgan, bartender 
at a saloon at 2000 State street. Cant- 
well and two other men, who.-e names 
are not known and who escaped, had 
entered the saloon when the bartender 
was counting the proceeds of the day's 
sales and demanded the money. 


Morgan says. "Notwithstanding an 


order to do so, I had at no time thrown 
up my hands, but as Cantwell stood 
outside the bar, dhectly in front of me, 
and had me covered all the time, he 
supposed he had me. 
I had just 


watched him sharply and when the 
other robbers got around to the cash 
register and begun to help himself, I 
unconsciously half turned my head, 
though the big revolver was still level- 
led at me 
When I did so, the man at 


the bar took his eyes off me to see how 
the man at the cash register was getting 
along, and when he did so I reached in 
front of me and quicker than I can tell 
it, I had fired two shois at him. He 
dropped to the floor stone dead. To 
my training as a pugilist I owe my life, and John Bkkeman 
for if I had once attempted to draw my 
revolver while ho had his eyes on me, I 
would have been shot and not he. I 
went at him with the gua pretty much 
the same as a fighter strikes out with 
his right hand. The couple of seconds 
he took in watching the man gave me 
time to draw myself."

HAMMOND, Ind , Sept. 11.—The popu- 


lists of Lake county mst in delegate 
convention here last ni ght. The con- 
vention opened with a row over the 
selection of a chairman, the defeated 
aspirant denouncing his defeat as hav- 
ing been brought about by trickery. A 
committee on resolutions reported and 
then the real battle began. The con- 
vention was divided into two aggres- 
sive factions, one which desired fusion 
and the other contended for a straight 
ticket. The committee report favored 
no endorsement of any candidate on 
any other ticket and this report was 
adopted. The chair mled that the 
convention could nominate a man who 
had been nominated on another ticket 
though under the resolutions it could 
not endorse such candidate 
An ap- 


peal was taken and resulted in defeat 
for the chair. The chair, however, 
ruled that it took a two-thirds vote to 
overrule him, and so declared the ap- 
peal lost. Those against the chair then 
began to withdraw and .pandemonium 
reigned. Vile names and curses were 
hurled at the chairman and his faction. 


Editor Knotts, of the populist paper, 


shook his fist under the chairman's 
nose. He then mounted a table and 
denounced the proceedings and by this 
time chairs were jumped up and down, 
curses freely vented and one of the 
most disgraceful scenes kept up for 
half an hour. Then the kickers with- 
drew and in their absence the remain- 
der proceeded to nominate a full ticket, 
as follows:

They 
were leaving the hall, when the kickers 
returned and organized by naming as 
chairman the man defeated at the out- 
set of the convention, and a9 secretary 
a man whose intoxicated condition 
kept him constantly attempting to 
speak and totally neglect hie records 
With little preliminary work a ticket 
was nominated.
